Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  tenth  and  last  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  social  conditions  of  your  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1965,  I must  apologise  if  the  comment 
appears  rather  briefer  than  usual  but  it  is  no  easy  task  to  write 
seven  Annual  Reports  before  my  departure. 

The  birth  rate  for  Cudworth  showed  a significant  increase  and 
in  the  past  year  wa.s  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  The 
fall  in  the  number  of  stillbirths  was  to  some  extent  balanced  by  the 
increased  infant  mortality,  but  the  peri-natal  mortality  rats,  which 
is  perhaps  the  most  reliable  guide,  showed  a fall  to  a figure  slight3y 
less  than  that  for  the  administrative  County, 

One  case  of  Paratyphoid  Fever  was  notified,  which  obviously 
originated  from  the  milk-borne  outbreak  in  the  area  around  Blackpool, 
The  organism  was  very  difficult  to  eradicate  from  the  patient,  but 
this  was  eventually  achieved  by  the  end  of  the  year, 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  courtesy  and  many  kindnesses  they  have 
shown,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  his  help  and  co-operation  and 
the  staff  of  the  Divi siona 1 Health  Office  for  their  loyal  support.

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimated  population  at  mid  1965  was 
9,120,  a decrease  of  20  compared  with  the  previous  yea.r. 

The  natural  increase  of  population  showing  the  increase  of  b’rths 
over  deaths  was  98  an  increase  of  40  compared  with  1964,  This  leads 
us  to  the  conclusion  that  there  was  a nett  loss  of  population  from  the 
district  of  118,  which  is  not  very  likely.

The  number  of  live  births  registered  showed  an  increase  of  32 
over  the  previous  year.  The  Registrar  General  again  supplied  a 
comparability  factor  which  relates  the  proportion  of  women  in  the 
district  of  chi  Id- bear  i ng  a.ge  with  the  proportion  in  a standard 
popula.tion.  The  cr'ade  birth  rate  multiplied  by  the  compa.rabili ty 
factor  gives  an  adjusted  rate  v/hich  is  comparable  v/ith  adjusted  birth 
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rates  in  other  districts  and  with  the  birth  rate  for  the  country 
as  a whole.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  your  district  last  year 
'Was  19, C per  1,000  estimated  population  as  compared  with  15,7  per 
1,000  estimated  popu.lation  in  1964  and  v/ith  18, C per  1,000  estim- 
ated population  for  England  and  Wales, 

Stillbirths. 

2 stillbirths  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  4 
in  1964,  One  of  the  stillbirths  was  concerned  with  an  illegitimate 
pregnancy.  The  stillbirth  rate  was  10,6  total  live  and  stillbirths, 
compared  with  25,3  per  1,000  total  births  in  1964  and  with  a rate  of 
15,7  for  England  and  V/ales. 

Deaths . 

The  adjusted  death  rate  which  is  the  crude  death  rate  multi-

plied  by  the  comparability  factor,  v/as  13,4  per  1,000  estimated 
population  as  compared  with  14,7  per  1,000  estimated  population  for 
1964,  and  v/ith  11,5  per  1,000  estimated  population  for  England  and 
Wales,  There  were  88  deaths  among  the  inhabitants  of  your  district 
during  the  year  as  against  96  in  the  previous  year.  The  principal 
causes  of  death  in  order  of  numerical  importance  were’  heart  and 
circulatory  diseases,  respiratory  diseases  and  cancer.  Statistics 
relating  to  death  rates  and  the  causes  and  ages  at  death  are  given 
in  tabular  form  at  the  end  of  the  section  on  vital  statistics. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  6 infant  deaths  in  your  district  last  year  giving 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  32,3  per  1,000  live  births,  as  compared 
v/ith  19,5  per  1,000  live  births  in  the  previous  year.  Three  of  the 
deaths  were  neo- natal  and  these  all  occurred  in  the  first  v/eek  of 
life.  Two  of  the  infant  deaths  were  illegitimate  giving  an  illegit- 
imate infant  death  rate  of  131,0  per  1,COO  illegitimate  births.  The 
legitimate  infant  death  rate  v/as  22,8  per  1,000  legitimate  births. 
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Pari-natal  Mortality* 

The  peri-natal  mortality  rate  is  dependent  upon  the  number  of 
stillbirths  plus  the  number  of  infant  deaths  occurring  in  the  first 
week  of  life.  This  figure  fell  to  23,6  in  1965,  compared  with  38, 
in  1964  and  with  27,3  for  the  administrative  County. 

Maternal  Mortality 

I am  happy  to  report  that  there  v/ero  no  deaths  from  this  cause 
during  the  year.

Smallpox 

No  cases  of  Smallpox  occurred  during  the  year,  33  children 
were  vaccinated  against  the  disease  compared  wich  29  in  1964, 

Diphtheria.  Whoopinpr  Cough  and  Tetanus 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year,  but 
notification  was  received  in  respect  of  3 cases  of  Whooping 
Cough,  The  immunisation  statistics  for  Diphtheria  remained 
almost  stationary  v/ith  88,7%  of  all  children  immunised,  comprising 
of  69,0%  in  the  pre-school  group  a<'id  93,1%  in  the  school  group. 
These  figures  are  very  satisfactory. 

Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  was  almost  stationary 
with  592  pre-school  children  immunised,  giving  a percentage  of 
68,9%,  compared  with  68,3%  in  the  previous  year.  Immunisation 
against  Tetanus  continued,  290  children  received  a course  of 
primary  immunisation  and  108  children  received  booster  doses, 

Poliomvelit i s 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  during  the  year,  A further 
293  children  received  a primary  course  of  vaccination  v/ith  three 
doses,  bringing  the  grand  total  in  Cudworth  to  4,082  persons 
vaccinated  since  the  commencement  of  the  scheme.  During  the  year 
a further  552  children  of  primary  school  age  received  a reinforcing 
booster  dose. 
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Tuber culosi s 


There  were  no  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  notified 
during  the  year,  but  there  v;as  one  case  of  Non-Pulmonar y 
Tuberculosis  in  a male  in  the  age  group  20  - 24  years* 

I am  happy  to  report  that  no  deaths  from  the  disease 
were  reported  during  the  year.

The  year  under  reviev/,  unlike  the  fabled  March,  came  in  like 
lion  and  went  out  like  a lion  and  a half.  In  between  these  two 
extremes  were  periods  of  leonine  squall  and  pastoral  peace.  The 
Department  plodded  on  searching  for  the  Utopia  we  know  will  exist 
when  man  is  no  longer  set  against  man,  nor  beast  against  beast.

A study  of  the  Report  v;ill  indicate  some  at  least  of  our  peaks 
and  our  troughs.  This  year  has  seen  our  first  attempts  to  enforce 
the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963. 


Housing 

The  Department  continued  in  its  efforts  to  achieve  better 
housing  standards  and  further  progress  was  made  in  the  modernising 
of  dv/ellings  by  the  making  of  both  discretionary  and  standard  grants. 

Nev/  Housinp: 

During  1965,  the  Council  completed  the  building  of  8 flats  and 
42  houses  and  bungalows  to  meet  Slum  Clearance  and  general  needs, 

Frivato  Housing 

During  the  year,  3 houses  were  completed  by  private  firms  on  a 
number  of  sites  within  the  Urban  District, 


Impr ovemont  of  I-Iouses 


This  work  is  becoming  of  increasing  importance,  as  Members  know 
it  is  divided  into  two  types  of  grants,  Discretionary  and  Standard. 

The  Standard  Grant  governs  only  the  provision  of  five  amenities, 
these  being  bath,  wash  basin,  water  closet,  hot  water  and  aood  store. 
Limits  are  laid  down  by  the  Government  as  to  the  maximum  grant  for 
each  amenity  and,  therefore  this  class  of  grant  is  confined  to  smaller 
scheme  s where  relatively  little  structural  work  is  required. 

The  Discretionary  Grant  covers  the  provision  of  the  same  five 
amenities,  but  the  maximum  grant  payable  is  increased  to  a limit  of 
£4 CO  and  thus  more  ambi t i ous  schemes  such  as  the  building  on  of  ba. t h- 
rooms  etc,,  can  qualify.  The  v/ork  of  the  Department  in  this  field 
covers  many  aspects.  The  se  range  from  the  initial  inspection  during 
v/hich  advice  is  given  as  to  v/hether  the  proposed  scheme  is  likely  to 
qualify  for  grant,  and  often  advice  is  given  as  to  the  best  way  to 
fit  the  required  amenities  into  existing  premises,  V/hen  the  applica- 
tion is  received  it  is  necessary  to  check  the  estimates  and  plans  in 
order  to  assess  what  items  qualify  for  grant  and  to  report  on  these 
to  the  Finance  Committee,  When  the  grant  is  approved  and  the  work  is 
commenced  it  is  necessary  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  to  ensure 
a proper  standard  of  workmanship  and  to  make  final  inspection  to  see 
that  the  works  are  fully  completed. 

During  1965,  there  has  been  a steady  increase  in  the  applications 
for  grant.  Altogether  some  56  applications  v/ere  received  for  Discre- 
tionary Grants,  44  of  these  were  from  owner/occupier  s and  12  v/ere 
received  from  the  owners  of  tenanted  houses.  As  regards  3tanda.rd 
Grants,  some  6 applications  were  received  and  these  were  from  owner/ 
occupiers.  These  figures  show  that  there  is  still  a reluctance  on  the 
part  of  owners  to  take  advantage  of  the  grants  and  it  is  hoped  that 
the  new  Housing  Act  will  enable  us  to  increase  these  figures. 

Gale  of  Food. 

Inspection  and  supervision  of  food. 

This  section  of  the  work  of  the  Department  is  a vital  one  to  the 
health  and  welfare  of  the  community. 

There  are  7 bakehouses  in  use  at  the  end  of  1965.  There  are  also 
70  other  shop  premises  which  retail  open  or  packaged  foodstuffs, 

32  shop  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream,  but 
the  ice  cream  is  supplied  by  a v/holesaler,  fronen  and  ready  wrapped. 
There  are  still  four  retail  producers  who  tour  the  streets  and  whose 
preparation  premises  are  outside  Cud worth  who  still  retail  ice  cream 
delivered  to  their  vans  or  vehlclsc  in  bulk,  as  distinct  from 
individually  pre-packed  small  portions.  Personnel  and  equipment  used 
for  this  type  of  trade  appears  to  be  quite  satisfactory,

The  v/ater  supply  for  the  Urban  District  is  pux-chased  from  the 
Boi’ough  of  Barnsley  Water  V/orks  Department,  and  all  the  houses  in 
the  District  are  now  connected  to  the  Public  Supply,  As  dwellings 
are  improved  for  the  provision  of  the  five  amenities,  separate 
water  services  are  laid  for  each  dwelling,  this  bringing  about  much 
improved  water  supplies,  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  liaison  and 
co-operation  betv/een  the  two  departments  is  excellent. 

Public  Baths 


Th::  sv/imming  baths,  situated  in  the  Miners’  Welfare  Park  still 
remains  the  sole  facilities  available  for  sv/imming  in  the  district. 

I did  consider  it  necessary,  early  in  the  year,  to  close  the 
swimming  baths  down  for  a short  period  of  time,  due  to  a failure 
in  the  filtration  system,  when  bad  samples  of  the  water  were  being 
obtained.  This  matter  was  rectified  and  by  the  end  of  the  year, 
plans  were  well  in  hand  for  the  renewing  of  the  filtration  plant, 
but  I am  afraid  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  season,  children  etc,, 
were  swimming  in  what  was  no  better  than  a stagnant  pond, 

TheatrQ_s  and  Cinemas 

The  former  cinema  continues  to  operate  during  the  year  as  a 
private  "Bingo*'  Club  and  brings  the  premises  v/ithin  the  jurisdiction 
of  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1931. 

Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

Work  under  this  heading  includes  the  control  of  the  siting  of 
caravans  under  the  Caravan  Act,  Two  licences  are  in  force  for  the 
siting  of  caravans  and  these  are  renewed  every  3 months.

At  the  end  of  1965,  our  refuse  collection  team  were  emptying 
approximately  3,416  dustbins  weekly.  We  have  one  16/18  cu,  yard 
fore  and  aft  tipping  LJhelvoke  &.  Drev/ry  Freighter  for  collection  and 
a J.C.B,  3 Loading  Shovel  for  tip  control, 

A weekly  collection  is  obtained  in  all  weathers,  and  the  only 
times  when  it  is  extended  is  at  Bank  Holiday  periods,  when  the 
collection  slips  back  by  the  number  of  days  which  have  been  allowed 
as  Holiday,  The  crews  themselves,  like  to  stick  to  the  same  collec"" 
-tion  days  for  each  area,  and  pull  out  that  little  extra  in  order  to 
return  to  their  normal  rounds  as  quickly  a,  s possible.  The  Slum 
Clearance  and  building  programmes  also  necessitate  constant  altera- 
tions to  the  round  sheets,  both  to  ensure  tha.t  all  the  properties 
are  accounted  for  a.nd  i?a  oi-der  to  keep  the  rounds  fairly  equal. 

Important  fa.ctors  affecting  production  favourably  is  the  good 
condition  of  the  vehicle  used,  the  quality  of  protective  clothing 
3 ssued  and  the  general  camera.derie  which  exists  within  the  department. 
Discipline,  though  at  times  strict  and  even  rigorously  enforced,  is 
as  fair  as  possible  and  has  produced  good  relationship  between  the 
officials  and  men.

Drainage  and  Sewerafre 


97,9%  of  the  houses  within  the  Council’s  district  are  connected 
to  the  public  sewerage  system.  The  remaining  2%  of  houses  have  their 
foul  water  output  discharging  to  either  a small  septic  tank  and 
filter  arrangement  with  underground  discharge  of  the  final  effluent 
(13  houses),  or  to  underground  cesspools  or  on  to  the  surface  of 
isolated  plots  of  land  some  considerable  distance  away  from  dwelling 
houses.  The  Council  now  provide  a rate-borne  cesspool  emptying 
service  and  private  drainage  and  disposal  of  v/aste  liquid  matters 
appears,  on  the  whole,  to  be  satisfactory.  At  the  end  of  19G5  there 
were  approximately  46  cesspools  falling  to  be  dealt  with  by  the 
cleansing  service. 

The  a.reas  of  the  district  which  still  require  a public  sewerage 
system  are  Weetshaw  Lane,  Royston  Lane,  Storrs  Mill  and  Carrs  Lane, 
all  of  them  being  near  the  Council's  extreme  boundaries. 

Attention  to  storm  v/ater  overflows  is  given  by  the  Surveyor’s 
Department  as  the  need  arises. 

Sanitary  Accommodation 

99%  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  provided  with  water  closet 
which  either  discharge  to  the  public  sewer  or  to  underground  cesspool 
in  v/hi ch  latter  cases  the  cesspool  c leansing  sei'vice  is  used.  There 
is  now  only  1 privy  midden,  in  the  Storrs  Mill  Area,

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DIVISIONAL  REPORT 


Vital  Statistics 

A table  of  comparable  vital  statistics  is  shown  for  each  of  the  Coiinty  districts 
in  the  Division,  This  may  be  of  interest  to  each  authority  in  assessing  how  each 
stand  in  relation  to  ea.ch  other  and  in  relation  to  the  County  and  National  statistics. 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’ s estimate  of  the  population  in  the  Division  at  mid  I965 
was  79 >070,  compared  with  77 j 9^0  in  the  previous  year.  The  natural  increa.se  in 
population  showing  the  number  of  births  over  deaths  was  652  in  1964>  compared  with 
558  in  the  previous  year. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  Division  in  I965  was  1,482, 
compared  with  1,400  in  1964»  This  is  equivalent  to  a crude  birth  rate  of  18,7  per 
1,000,  compared  vd.th  18,0  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  illegitimate 
births  was  81  in  I964.  This  represents  5«4^  of  the  total  births,  cora:pa.red  with  5«5?^ 
in  1964?  and  4*4^  ir  1963* 

Stillbirths 

There  v/ere  24  stillbirths  during  the  year,  compared  vrith  55  during  1964*  This 
gives  a stillbirth  rate  of  15.9  compared  vdth  24*4  in  I964  and  with  15«7  Lor  England 
and  Wales, 

Deaths 

The  deaths  assigned  to  the  Division  after  the  addition  and  subtraction  of  inward 
and  outward  transfers  v/as  850,  ixhich  was  12  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  This 
gives  a crude  death  rate  for  the  Division  of  10,5  as  compared  with  10,8  in  1964»  You 
will  see  in  the  table  that  this  is  lower  than  any  figure  for  individual  districts. 

This  is  because  each  district  sho\7s  an  adjusted  rate  vhereas,  unfortunately,  no 
adjusted  rate  is  available  for  the  Division, 

Maternal  Mortality 

There  was  one  death  from  this  cause  during  the  year,  which  occurred  in 
Dodworth.  The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  Division  was  0,66,  compared  with  0,16 
for  the  administrative  County  and  with  0,25  Lor  England  and  Wales.  While  it  is 
obvious  that  the  divisional  figure  is  some  two  to  three  times  the  national  average, 
this  only  represents  one  death  and  there  have  been  many  years  when  no  death  at  all 
occurred  in  the  Division,

Infant  Deaths  and  Peri -natal  Mortality  Rates 


There  were  31  infant  deaths  in  the  division  in  the  year,  of  which  I9  occrurred 
in  the  neo-natal  period.  This  compares  with  30  a^d  24  respectively  in  the  previous 
year.  These  figures  represent  an  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  division  of  20.7, 
compared  ?/ith  21,4  for  the  previous  year  and  with  19.i?  for  England  and  Wales. 

I would  like  to  again  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  of  the  19  infant  dea.ths 
occ\irring  within  the  first  week  of  life  two  of  them  were  so  premature  as  to  he 
helow  the  age  of  viahility.  This  means  that  had  they  not  breathed  they  would  not 
even  have  been  regai’ded  as  stillbirths,  but  rather  as  miscarriages  and  as  such  would 
never  have  entered  the  official  statistics  at  all.  The  number  of  deaths  in  this 
category  remains  remarl-;s3b.ly  constant  from  year  to  year,  but  in  nwnbers  as  small  as 
these  they  do  represent  some  10^  of  the  infant  deaths  and  as  such  must  affect  the 
figures  considerably. 

The  peri-na,tal  mortality  rate  for  the  division  was  28,6,  compared  with  27.3 
for  the  administrative  Coimty.  For  the  first  time  the  Registrar  General  ha.s 
provided  a peri-natal  rate  for  England  and  Wales,  which  this  year  represents  26.9, 

I think  it  is  fair  to  say  that  the  divisional  figure  is  roughly  equivalent  to  both 
the  County  and  national  averages,

Poliomyelitis 

One  case  of  the  disease  wa.s  notified  during  the  year  but  contraxy  to  the  usua.l 
trend  this  did  not  have  a,  narked  effect  on  the  vaccination  statistics.  The 
disease  occurred  in  a child  at  a time  when  the  rest  of  the  school  had  just  been 
vaccinated  against  the  disease  so  that  the  Health  Department  were  in  a.  happy 
position  of  having  to  take  very  little  action.  During  the  year  1,783  children  were 
vaccinated  with  three  doses,  sli{^tly  more  than  were  vaccinated  during  1984*  This 
makes  a grand  total  of  33 >979  persons  vaccinated  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme, 
and  of  these  9 >008  have  received  a fourth  dose. 

SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  number  of  children  examined  at  routine  medical  inspection  fell  duidng  the 
year  to  a total  of  3 >105.  ^ table  showing  the  work  carried  out  in  this  connection 
is  shown  overleaf.  There  was  some  slight  deoline  in  the  number  of  children 
attending  Specialist  Clinics,  but  this  wa.s  hardly  significant.

Screening  Techniques 

During  the  year  1,425  babies  were  tested  for  the  presence  of  Phenylketonuria, 
all  of  whom  proved  negative.  This  is  an  important  screening  technique  aimed  at 
preventing  mental  sub-normality  developing  in  a baby  who  has  a positive  reaction. 
Ortolan!  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  babies  bom  in  the  Division  to  discover  cases 
of  congenital  dislocation  of  the  hip.  If  such  cases  are  discovered  early  the 
treatment  is  of  m.uch  shorter  duration  and  the  results  enormously  improved.  As  a 
result  of  this  screening  technique  5 cases  were  referred  to  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon 
and  confirmed  as  dislocation. 


Home  Hvirsing  Service 

There  was  s slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  visits  carried  out  by  the  Hone 
Nursing  Service  during  the  year,  42,222  visits  were  made,  compared  with  43,459 
the  previous  year.  This  does  not  by  any  means  reflect  the  amount  of  work  done  by 
the  Home  Nursing  Service,  as  I know  that  v/ith  improved  liaison  with  the  Geriatric 
Service  more  difficult  cases  have  frequently  been  referred  to  the  Home  Nurses  and  it 
is  perhaps  the  quality  of  the  work  rather  than  the  number  of  visits  which  is  of 
paramount  importance.

This  service  was  talcen  over  by  the  County  Council  from  the  Marie  Curie  Trust, 
During  the  year  only  one  case  received  a total  of  8 hours  service.  Difficulties 
in  recruitment  of  suitable  types  of  persons  to  act  as  sitters  continued,  and  the 
Department  would  welcome  enquiries  from  inhabitants  in  the  Division  who  would  be 
willing  to  do  the  work. 

Chiropody 

The  number  of  patients  treated  last  year  remained  about  the  same,  I feel  that 
it  is  important  that  we  should  encourage  more  patients  to  malce  the  effort  to  visit 
the  Chiropodist  at  his  clinic  or  surgeiy  rather  than  rely  on  domiciliary  treatment, 
not  only  is  domiciliary  treatment  much  more  expensive  to  provide  but  it  is  felt  that 
the  old  people  would  generally  benefit  by  the  social  contacts  made  whilst  attending 
the  Clinic,  I think  that  many  of  the  old  people  who  are  unfit  to  attend  the  clinic 
during  the  vdnter  m.onths  could  v/ell  manage  during  the  summer  months,  and  I hope  that 
we  shall  see  a,  trend  in  this  direction. 

Home  Help  Service 

The  Home  Help  Service  was  again  provided  mainly  for  the  elderly.  The  number 
of  households  assisted  during  the  year  remained  almost  stationary,  v/hile  the  number 
of  hours  expended  rose  by  nearly  3/^-  This  is  a.  v;elcome  trend  as  it  is  felt  that 
some  of  the  cases  have  too  few  hours  to  really  benefit  and  efforts  will  be  made  to 
give  maximum  improvement  to  recipients  in  this  categoiy.

Training  Pacilities  for  Mentally  Sub-normal  Patients ; 

Training  faoilities  for  the  Division  were  proiridsd  at  the  Comprehensive 
Training  Centre  at  Wombwell.  The  essential  ba.sic  training  provided  by  the  Junior 

Wing  continued  \inder  lirs.  Large.  This  departmnet  continued  to  take  nursery 

children  for  early  toilet  training  and  this  policy  has  been  very  successful.  By  the 

end  of  the  year,  jplans  were  in  an  advanced  stage  to  provide  a.  Special  Care  Unit  in 

the  grounds  to  cater  for  some  patients  who  are  a.t  present  unable  to  attend  the 

centre  and  for  some  who  do  attend  the  centre  but  who  need  the  special  facilities  tha.t 

such  a unit  could  provide. 

The  impetus  of  contract  work  continued  and  production  increased.  Most  of  the 
work  vras  carried  out  for  County  Supplies  Department  and  this  included  16,400 
work-holder  cases,  lj525  bags  of  firewood,  504  tost  tube  racks,  90  ^^rt  easels, 

12  playhouse  screens,  24  trucks  on  castors,  992  battledore  bats,  672  tea  tov/els, 
702  pillow  cases,  200  cot  sheets,  170  pinarettes  and  numerous  orders  for  Curtains  for 
new  schools,  clinics,  etc. 
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The  Parent  Teachers  Association  continued  to  do  va.luable  v/ork.  Their  Annual 
Garden  Party  raised  £40  despite  a rainy  day  and  many  merahers  and  friends  contributed 
money  and  help  to  the  organisation.  The  Adult  Y/ing  had  a summer  outing  to 
Bridlington  and  the  Junior  Wing  uent  to  Cleethorpes.  Social  events  such  as  a social 
evening  for  the  adults  and  a Christmas  Party  for  the  juniors  v:ere  organised.  Thanks 
are  due  to  the  Parent  Teachers  Association  for  their  financial  help  in  these  projects 
and  also  for  the  help  of  members  in  preparing  food,  etc,  at  these  events. 

Hostel  Accommodation 

Two  females  over  the  age  of  16  years  were  admitted  to  the  Healey  Croft  Hostel 
at  West  Ardsley,  Nr,  Leeds,  This  is  a new  hostel  provided  by  the  Coimty  Council  for 
adult  sub -normal  patients.
